talk to them. He could not let go life, 
he said, until he got that question set- 
tled, and urged them not to put it off as 
he had done. 
He was willing now to 
die, but if it was the will of Providence 
that he should live one more year longer, 
he would not wish to take up his affairs 
again. He would put in every day, he 
said, going about the mills telling his 
men the great truth that he had at 
length found out, and trying to undo 
some of the evil his 
example hsui 
wrought in his long life time. 


His voice and brain were strong, al- 
though his body was wasted almost to a 
skeleton, and he could scarcely sit up in 
bed propped with pillows. The men had 
worked for him—some ten, some twenty, 
some thirty years. T h ^ were rough, 
grizzly fellows from the logging camps 
and the mills, but there was not a dry 
cheek in the room as he talked to them 
and called them by name and bade them 
good-bye. 
Three days later he died. 
He was buried on his own farm a short 
distance back of the house where he 
lived. He picked out the spot himself. 
It is on the top of a gently sloping hill, 
and overlooks his mills and the town 
that he built. For three days between 
his death ana his funeral all hands in 
town were as idle as his own. Not a 
wheel turned in any of the mills. Nobody 
did any business in the stores. 
Three 
thousand people looked at him in his 
coffin and walked behind him to the 
grave. 


Although his works were divided up 
into difi'erent departments, each under 
its responsaple head, he knew all of the 
eight hundred men who worked for him, 
and always spoke to them as courteously 
as if they were all millionaires as well as 
himself. Some years ago, when times 
were dull, and lumber fell to a low figure, 
the managers of his works agreed that 
there must be a reduction in the wages 
of the men, and so told him. He heard 
them through and took the figures they 
had brought him, but made no decision. 
The next day he summoned them to 
meet him again, and said: 


"This will not do. I have examined 
the books at the store, and find that it 
takes about all these men earn to buy 
necessaries for themselves and^'^heir 
families. If we must reduce wages I 
will begin with you. who are better paid. 
Sav no more about it; I guess I can 
stand a loss better than the men can a 
reduction."

According to him Kan-, 
sas City turns out 6,000 pounds of 
oleomargarine daily; Chicago 100,000i 
to 200,000 pounds daily, according to 
different estimates. Of oleo oil, or pure 
beef fat, 250 tierces a week are made 
in St. Louis for shipment to Botter-^ 
dam; Kansas City makes 200, and Chi^ 
cago from 1,200 to 1,500 tiercea weekly. 
Of butterine S t Louis makes 100,000 
pounds in the winter, and Kansas City 
makes 6,500 pounds a day. The Stands 
ard Butter Company, of Boston, madei 
last year 148,814 pounds of oleo oil and 
180,000 pounds of artificial butter. The 
Providence Dairy Company, of Bhoda 
Island, made 1,750,000 pounds of but' 
terine last year. Cincinnati made 766,- 
000 pounds of butterine; Nathan & Co., 
of New York, made 2,000,000 pounds 
of butterine the same year. 
Beardon 
& Co., of Boston, made 2,740,000 pounds 
of oleomargarine and 1,158,000 pounds 
of oleo butter. The Woodlawn Dairy 
Company, of Pawtucket, B. I , made 
931,000 pounds of oleomargarine, and 
a Pittsburg concern 
makes 50,0001 
pounds weekly of oleo oil, mostly ex-; 
ported to Holland. Louisville last year; 
made 500,000 pounds of butterine.

OUT Old Maid». 


A 
COBBESPONDENT of the Chicago 
Journal tells of an interesting snrgical 
.operation which he witnessed in one of 
the hospitals of that city: "It consist- 
ed of what is known as *inturbation of 
the larynx,' an operation which is su- 
perseding tracheotomy or cutting into 
the windpipe and larynx. 
The patient 
was a little child almost suffocating 
from the effects of membraneous cronp. 
[Hitherto children so afflicted or suffer- 
ing from diptheria have had to under- 
go the old-fasnioned process of cutting 
from outside, an operation at once 
jcmel and painful. 
Many children 
lhave succumbed to these diseases be- 
,cause 
their 
parents 
objected 
to 
.tracheotomy and the dreadful pains 
their children would have to endure, 
but it would appear, from the experi- 
ence and evidence of experts, that this 
old-fogy carving is to be shelved. 
In 
intnrbation the operation consists of 
passing a small silver tube through the 
mouth and down to the vocal chords, 
through which it is passed. 
The han- 
dle or "carrier" is 
then detached 
by a spring and withdrawn, leay- 
ing the little tube* in 
position, a 
flange 
at 
its superior 
extremity' 
preventing its slipping through the 
vocal 
cords 
into 
the 
windpipe. 
By 
the introduction of the tube 
instant relief from suffocation is ob- 
tained, and the child falls at once into 
an easy, refreshing sleep. 
After three 
or four days the handle is passed down 
the throat and attached by a simple 
mechanism, and the tul^ brought out. 
By this means the patient is afforded 
free breathing and respiration, and» 
with other treatment of a medical kind, 
soon recovers. In explaining the oper- 
ation to a post-graduate class, Pro- 
fessor Green said: "I regard this opera- 
tion as a triumph in surgery, as it is 
bloodless, painless, rapid, and leaves 
no open wound subject to infection. 
The old operation of cutting into- the 
windpipe was horrifying to the mother, 
who usu lly hesitated between sure 
death by suffocation and the obligation 
to see her offspring wince under the 
oftentimes brutal surgeon's knife. She 
would not, as a rule, submit her babe 
to the sanguinary operation until the 
poison had taken hol4 of the system^ 
and all hope was lost."

The correct expression is "King's 
English," we nowadays 
transposing 
this to "Queen's," because a woman sits 
on the throne of England.

James I. was King from 1603 
to 1625, but Elizabeth was Queen from 
1558 to 1603, yet we find the term used 
by Shakspeare in his "Merry Wives 
of Windsor," which was written during 
the Elizabethan period, and, of course, 
before James was elevated to the throne. 
In act 1, scene 4, of the play I have 
named occurs the words : "Here will 
be an old abusing 
of * * * the 
King's English. " 1 am inclined to the 
belief that the expression ha«^ its origin 
right th#e in Shakspeare's day.—By- 
stander, in Philadelphia 
News.

ding, in company with other ccarrespondents 
who bad gone through tbe strain of watch- 
hig and hurrying and working during that 
(vdeal for tbe newspaper men, we had 
reached that point of weariness when sleep 
•eemed impossibla 
To add to our excite- 
ment, we were engaged in a railroad chase of 
the bridal couple, who'had one hour the start 
of US. 
We were not just certain of their 
destination. 
All the indications pointed to 
Deer Park, but there had been so many state- 
ments and movements made before and 
during the wedding to mislead and elude the 
newspaper man, that we were obliged to in- 
quire at every junction to find if we were 
itill on the right track, for there was a 
danger that the "special"containing the presi- 
dent and bride might turn off the main line 
and shoot up through Pennsylvania to the 
Adirondack^ 
Our chase ended at last at 
Deer Park, about 270 miles from Washing- 
tcm, but before reaching there, and while 
the train was climbing up the steep incline, 
the somnolent effect of the mountain air was 
felt by the newspaper party, aud the first 
day was given up wholly to uncontrollable 
deei». 


Brides the salubrity of the atmosphere at 
this great altitude, the president's tirst idea 
in coming to Deer Park was, of cotirse, to find 
a spot as secluded as possible. 
In selecting 
this place he has shown considerable good 
judgment; for certainly he could have found 
few places in America so utterly quiet and 
devoid of interest to any but those placed in 
the same position as himself. 
Few trains 
stop here, and even should a venturesome 
traveler or officeseeker make his way thither, 
he would have hard work keeping alive or 
awake while waiting to see the president 
A cordon of railway detectives surrounds 
his cottage continually, and no one is per-

It is out of the question to attempt 
to get a card or letter to the chief executive 
unless it comes in the regular course of the 
mails or over the wires. 


THE COTTAGE AT DEER PARK. 


The cottage occupied by the president and 
his bride is situated in a southeasterly di- 
rection from the hotel and about 300 yards 
from it 
Architecturally it is an American 
modification of the Queen Anne style, two 
and one-half stories high, with steep sloping 
roof, and piazza extending half way round 
the northwest side. On its first floor are a par- 
tor, sitting room, dining roo'u and kitchen. 
A broad staircase in the center of tbe house 
leads to the floor above, where are four 
bedrooms. 
The bridal chamber on this floor 
is a room twenty feet ^ u a r e in the north- 
east comer of the building, and from its 
windows a splendid view of the distant 
moimtain peaks is obtained. 
The furniture 
of the cottage is of the description usually 
found in cottages at summer retreats, bent 
rattan trimmed with satin ribbons predom- 
inating. 
The room contains richly carved 
rosewood and black walnut furniture.

H* Started from Callforala-'HaTlnK Tra- 
versed 
the American Continent and 
Knrope, He Saoceeds in Croulnff Fer* 
•la. Bat In Stopped at AfsbanUtan. 


The annouDcemept from F. H. Winston, 
the American minister to Persia, to Secre- 
tary Bayard that Thomas Stevens bad been 
stopped on the frontier of 
Afghanistan 
calls attention to this intrrpid traveler; who 
is engaged In the hovel task of encircling 
th^ globe on a bicycle. 
He started from 
Oakland, CaL, on his adventurous bicycle 
ride across the continent 
He crossed the 
Sierra Madre, the Oreat Desert and the 
Rockies to New York. 
Here he was en- 
gaged by the owner of the magazine entitled 
Outing to attempt the circuit of the globe 
on his wheel and supply that magazine 
with an account of his trip. 
These letters, 
which have been running for so me time in 
the magazine ncuned, prove their author to 
be a brlUiaut writer as well as daring adveiin 
torer. 


THOMA» STEVETTS. 


Thomas Stevens is a representative Kansas 
ranchman, 
he is but 23 years of 
t ^ 
but almost the whole of that time has 
been spent on the plains west of the Missis- 
sippi 
He crossed the Atlantic in April, 
188.5, 
wheeled 
across 
England, took a 
steamer to the French coast, mounted his 
wheel again, and after traversing France, 
Germany, Austria, the Turkish provinces 
and Prussia, he found himself in Meshed. 
Before leaving Teheran for Meshed, Mr. 
Stevens was careful to get permission of the 
Russian government to pass through the 
tzar's dominions on his way to Peking and 
after receiving such permission provided 
himself with sufficient Russian coin to carry 
him on his journey. 
After incurring this 
expense he was arrested by Russian authori- 
ties on the confines of Persia, and told he 
must not proceed on Russian 
territory. 
HLs only way, then, was to pass through 
Afghanistan. 


But on arriving there he has been obliged 
to turn back, because he is a born English- 
man, and had not taken the precaution of 
becoming an American citizen. 
He will now 
have to retrace his steps toward Constantino- 
ple; from there he will seek to work his way 
through India, which will make the joumpy 
to Pekin much longer for him. 
In one of 
ois recent letters he tells of the trouble he 
has with an enemy which he finds every- 
where in the east—the dogs.

The sight of my approaching figure is, of 
course, the signal for a general suspension 
of operations, and a wondering of what sort 
of a being I am.

Suleiman Effendi appears to be remarkably 
intelligent, compared with many Asiatics, 
and, moreover, of quite a practical turn of 
mind; he inquires-what I should do In case 
of a serious break-do-wn somewhere in the 
far interior, and the curiosity to see it is 
not a little increased by hearing that not- 
withstanding the extreme airiness of my 
strange vehicle. I have had no serious mis- 
hap on the whole journey across two conti- 
nents. 
Alluding to the bicycle as the latest 
product of that western ingenuity that ap- 
pears so marvelous to the Asiatic mind, he 
then remarks with some animation, 
"the 
next thing we shall see will be Americans 
crossing over to India in balloons, and drop- 
ping down at Angora for refreshments."

His Subject Being Monopoly and Ci>ni- 
mnnisiA Struggling for tho Pos- 
session of tliis Còàiit^. 


Bev. T. De Witt Talmagè, D. D., 
preached in the Brooklyn Tabernacle the 
fourth of his series of sermons on "The 
Labor Question." His subject was "Mo- 
nopoly and Communism Straggling for.the 
Posflossion of This Country." Before be- 
ginning his sermon he announced that the 
congregation., would make à trip to thQ 
Xhonsand Isles on the 26th inst. 


The text was Isaiah Ixii., 4: "The Lord 
delighteth in thee, and thy land shall be 
married." Following is the sermon in full: 


As the greater includes the less, so does 
the circle of future joy around our entire 
world include the epicycle of our own Re- 
public. Behold, exhilarant, imique, divine 
imagery of the text! So manv are de- 
pressed by the labor agitation and think 
everything in this country is going to 
pieces, I preach this morning a sermon of 
good cheer, and anticipate the time when 
the Prince of Peace and the Heir of Uni- 
versal Dominion shall take possession of 
this nation and "Thy land shall be mar- 
ried." 
, ^ 


In discussing the final destiny of this na- 
tion it makes all the difference in the world 
whether we are on the way to a funeral or 
a wedding. The Bible leaves no doubt on 
this subject. In pulpits and on platforms 
and in places of public concourse I hear so 
many of the muffled drums of evil proph- 
ecy sounded, as though we were on the way 
to national interment, and beside Thebes 
and Babylon and Tyre in the o^eteiy of 
dead nations our ^public was to be en- 
tombed, that I wish you to understand it 
is not to be obsequies, but nuptials; not 
mausoleum, but carpeted altar; not cypress, 
but orange blossoms; not requiem, but 
wedding march, for "thy land shall be mar- 
ried." I propose to name some of the suit- 
ors who are claiming the hand of this Re- 
public. The land is so fair, so beautiful, 
so affluent, that it has many suitors, and it 
will depend much upon your advice whether 
this or that shall be accepted or rejected. 
In the iirst place, I remark: There is a 
greedy, all-grasping monster who comes in 
as suitor seeking the hand of this re- 
public and that monster is known by the 
name of monopoly. His sceptre is made 
out of the iron of the rail track and the 
wire • of telegraphy. He does everything 
for his own advantage and for the robbery 
of the people. Things have gone on from 
bad to worse, until in the three legisla- 
tures of New York, New Jersey and Penn- 
sylvania, for the most part, monopoly de- 
cides everything. 
If monopoly favor a 
law it passes. If monopoly oppose a law 
it is rejected. Monopoly stands in this 
railroad depot putting into his pocket in one 
year $200,000,000 in excess of all reason- 
able charges for service. ISJonopoly holds 
in his one hand the steam power of loco- 
motives, and in the other the electricity of 
swift communication. Monopoly decides 
nominations and elections—city elections. 
State elections, national elections. With 
bribes he secures the votes of legislators, 
giving them free passes, giving appoint- 
ments to needy relatives to lucrative po- 
sitions, employing them as attorneys if 
they are lawyers, carrying their goods 15 
per cent, less if they are merchants, and if 
he finds a case very stubborn, as well as 
very important, puts down before him the 
hard cash of bribery. 


But monopoly is not so easily caught now 
as when during the term of Mr. Buchanan 
the legislative committee in one of our 
States expressed and exposed the manner 
in which a certain railway company pro- 
cured a donation of public land. It was 
foimd out that thirteen of the Senators of 
that State received $175,000 among them, 
sixty members of the lower House of that 
State received $5,000 and $10.000 each, the 
Governor of the State received $50,000, and 
his clerk received $5,000, the Lieutenant 
Governor received $10,000, all the clerks of 
the Legislature received $5,000 each, while 
$50,000 was divided amid the lobby agents. 


That thing, on larger or smaller scale, is 
all the time going on in some of the States 
of the Union, but it is not so blundering as 
it used to be, and therefore not as easily 
exposed or arrested.

1 have nothing to sny against capitalists. 
A man has a right tu all the money he can 
make honestly. There is not a laborer in 
the land that would not be worth $1,000,- 
000 if he could. I have nothing to say 
against corporations as such—without them 
no great enterprise would be possible; but 
what I do afcy is that the same principles 
are to be applied to capitalists and cor- 
porations that are applied to the poorest« 
man and the plainest laborer. What is 
wrong for me is wrong for great corpora- 
tions. If I take from you your property 
without adequate compensation I am a, 
thief, and if a railway damage the property 
of the people without any adequate com- 
pensation that is a gigantic theft. What 
is wrong on a small scale is wrong on a 
large scale. Monopoly in England has 
ground hundreds of thousands of her best 
people into semi-starvation, and m Ireland 
hj|s driven multitudinous tenants almost to 
madness.

When you read that in 
Dakota Territory Mr. Cass has a farm of 
15,000 acres, and Mr. Grandon 25,000 
acres, and Mr. Dalrymple 40,000 acres, 
your eyes dilate, even though these farms 
are in great regions thinly inhabited. But 
what do you think of this which I take 
from the Doomsday Book, showing what 
monopoly is on the other side the sea?

Such monopolies imply an infinite acre- 
age of wretchedness. There is no poverty 
in the United States like that in England, 
Ireland, and Scotland, for the simple rea- 
son that in those lands monopoly has had 
longer and larger sway. Last summer in 
Edinburgh, Scotland, after preaching in 
Synod hall, I stood on a chair in front of 
the hall and preached to an audience of 
twenty thousand people, standing in one of 
the most prosperous parts of the city, and 
reaching out toward the castle; as fine an 
array of strength and health and beauty as 
oiife ever sees. Three hours after I preached 
in the Grass market and to the wretched 
inhabitants of the Cowgate and the Canon- 
gate, the audience exhibiting the squalor 
and sickliness and despair that remains in 
one's mind Uke one of the visions of "Dante's 
Inferno." 


Great monopolies in any land imply great 
privation. The time will come when our 
government will have to limit the amoimt 
of accumulation of property. Unconstitu- 
tional, do you say? Then constitutions will 
have to be changed xmtil they allow such 
limitation. Otherwise the work of absorp- 
tion will go on, and the large fishes will eat 
up the small fishes, and the shad will 
swallow the minnows, and the porpoise 
swallow the shad, and the whales swallow 
the porpoiBefi,and a thousand greedy men 
will own all the world, and five hundred of 
these will eat up the other five hundred, 
and one hundred eat up the other four 
hundred, and finally there will be only fifty 
left, and then forty, and then thirty, and 
then twenty, and then ten, and then two, 
and then one. 


Bjit would a law of limitation of wealth 
be unrighteous? If I dig so near my 
neighbor's fotndations in order to build 
my house that I endanger his the law grabs 
me. If I have a tannery, or a chemical 
factory the malodors of which injure resi- 
dents in the neighborhood the law says: 
"Stop that." If I drain off a river from its 
bed and divert it to turn my mill-wheel, 
leaving the bed of the river a breeding 
place for malaria, the law says: "Quit that 
outrage." And has çot a good government 
a right to say that^ a few men shall not 
gorge themselves on the comfort and health 
and life of generations? Your rights end 
where my rights begin. 
i 


Monopoly, brazen-faced and iron-fin- 
gered, vulture-hearted monopoly, offers his • 
hand to this republic. 
He stretches it out 
over the lakes and up the Pennsylvania and 
the Erie and the New Yoj^ Central Rail- j 
roads, and over the telegnil^ poles of the ^ 
continent, and says: "Here" is my heart 
and hand; be mine forever." Let the 
millions of the people, north, south, east, 
and west, forbid the banns of that marriage 
—forbid them at the ballot-box, forbid 
them on the platform, forbid them by gi-eat 
organizations, forbid them by the over- 
whelming sentiments of an outraged na- 
tion, forbid them by the protest of the 
church of God, forbid them by prayer to 
high heaven. That Herod shall not have 
this Abigail. It shall nol be to all-devour- 
ing monopoly that this land is to be mar- 
ried. 


Another suitor claiming the hand of this 
republic is nihilism. He owns nothing but 
A knife for universal blood-letting and a 
nitro-glycerine bomb for universal ex- 
plosion. He believes in no God, no gov- 
ernment, no heaven, and no hell except 
what he can make on earth! He slew the 
Czar of Russia, keeps Emperor William, of 
Germany, practically imprisoned, killed 
Abraham Lincoln, would put to death every 
king and president on earth, and, if he had 
the power, would climb up until he could 
drive the God of Heaven from His throne, 
and take it himself—the universal butcher. 
In France it is called communism; in the 
United States it is called socialism; in 
Russia it is called nihilism. That last is 
the most graphic and descriptive term. It 
means complete and eternal smash-up. It 
would make the holding of property a 
crime, and it would drive a dagger through 
your heart, and apply a torch to your dwell- 
ing, and turn over this whole land into the 
possession of theft, and lust, and rapine, 
and murder. 


Where does this monster live? In St. 
Louis, in Chicago, in Brooklyn, in New 
York, and in all the villages and cities of 
this land. The devil of destruction is an 
old devil, and he is to be seen at every great 
fire where there is anything to steal, and at 
every shipwreck where there is anything 
valuable floating ashore, and at every rail- 
road accident where there are overcoats and 
watches to be purloined. On a small scale 
I saw it in my college days, when in our | 
literary society in New York University we 
had an exquisite and costly bust of Shaks-

eare, and one morning we found a hole 
ored into the lips of the marble and a 
cigar inserted. There has not for the last 
century been a fine picture in your art 
gallery, or a graceful statue in your parks, 
or a fine fresco on your wall, or a richly- 
bound volume in your library but would 
have been despoiled if the hand of ruffian- j 
ism could have got at it without peril of in- j 
earceration.

The philosophy of the whole business is 
lhat there is a large number of people who 
either through their laziness or iheir crime 
dwn nothing, and are mad at those who 
through industry and wit of their own, or 
of their ancestors, are in possession of 
large resources. 
The honest laboring 
classes never had anything to do with such j 
murderous enterpriset.. It is the villainous 
classes, who would not work if they had 
plenty of work offered them at large wages. 1 
Many of these suppose that by the demoli- 
tion of law and order they would be advant- 
aged, and the parting of the ship of state 
Xvould allow them, as wreckers, to carry off 
Ihe cargo. It offers its hand to this fair 
I'epublic. It proposes to tear to pieces the , 
ballot-box, the legislative hall, the con- ' 
pressional assembly.

Let me say it is the worst enemy of the 
laboring classes in any oouitry. The, 
honest C17 for reform lifted by oppreised ; 
laboring men is drowned out by the 
vociferations for anarchy. The criminals { 
and the v^abonds who n ^ e throagli bur 
cities talking about their rights, when their 
first right is the penitentiary—^if they could 
be hushed up, 
and the down-trodden 
laboring men of this country could be 
heard, there would be more bread for 
hungry children. In this land riot and 
bloodshed never gained any wages for the 
people or gathered up any prosperity. In 
this land the best weapon is not the club, 
not the shillalah, not firearms, but the 
ballot. Let not our oppressed laboring 
men be beguiled to coming nnder the 
bloody baimer of nihilism. It 
maka 
your taxes heavier, your wages smaller, 
your table scantier, your children hungrier, 
your suffering greater. 


Yet this nihilism, with feet red of 
slaughter comes forth and offers its hand 
to the republic. Shall the banns be pro- 
claimed? If so, where shall the marriage 
altar be? and who will be the officiating 
priest? and what will be the music? That 
aliar will have to be white wiUi bleached 
Bkulls; the officiating priest must be a 
dripping assassin; the music must be the 
smothered groan of multitudinous victims; 
the garlands must be twisted of nightshade; 
the fruit must be apples of S^om; the 
Wine must be the blood of St. Bartholo- 
mew's massacre. No! It is not to nihilism, 
the sanguinital monster, that this land is 
to be married. 


Another suitor for the hand of this 
Dation is infidelity. Mark you that all 
anarchists are infidels. Not one of them 
believes in the Bible, and very rarely any 
of them believe in a God. Their most 
conspicuous leader was the other day 
E 
ulled by the leg from under the bed in a 


ouse of infamy, cursing and blasphem- 
ing. The police of Chicago, exploring the 
dens of the anarchists, found dynamite 
and vitriol, and Tom Paine's "Age of Bea- 
son," and obscene pictures, and compli- 
mentary biographies of thugs and assassins; 
but not one testament, not one of Wesley's 
hymn-books, not one Boman Catholic 
breviaiy. There are two wings to infidelity 
—the one calls itself liberalism, and ap- 
pears in highly literary magazines, and is 
for the eduf-ated and refined; the other 
wing is in the form of anarchy, and is for 
the vulgar. But both wings belong to the 
same old filthy vulture, infidelity. Elegant 
infidelity proposes to conquer this land to 
itself by the pen; anarchy proposes to 
conquer this land to itself by the pen; 
anarchy proposes to conquer it by bludgeon 
and torch. 


When the midnight ruffians despoiled 
the grave of A. T. Stewart in St. Mark's 
churchyard everybody was shocked, but 
infidelity proposes something worse than 
that—the robbing of all the graves of 
Christendom of the hope of a resurrection. 
It proposes to chisel out from the tomb- 
stones of your Christian dead the words, 
"Asleep in Jesus," and to substitute the 
words, "Obliteration—annihifcrtion." Infi- 
delity proposes to take the letter from the 
world's Father, inviting the nations to vir- 
tue and happiness, and tear it up into frag- 
ments so small that you cannot read a word 
of it. It proposes to take the consolation 
from the broken-hearted and the soothing 
pillow from the dying. Infidelity proposes 
to swear in the President of the United 
States and the Supreme Court and the 
Governors of States and the witnesses in 
the court-room with their right hand on 
Paine's "Age of Beason" or Voltaire's 
"Philosophy of History." 
It proposes to 
take away from this country the book that 
makes the difference between the United 
States and the United Kingdom of Daho- 
mey, between American civilization and 
Bomean cannibalism. If infidelity could 
destroy the scriptures it would in two hun- 
dred years turn the civilized nations back 
to semi-barbarism, and then from semi- 
barbarism into midnight savagery, until 
the morals of a menagerie of tigers, rattle- 
snakes, and chimpanzees would be better 
than the morals of the shipwrecked hu- 
man race. 


But there is another suitor that presents 
his hand for the hand of this republic. He 
is mentioned in the verse following my 
text, where it says: "As the bridegroom re- 
joiceth over the bride, so shall thy God re- 
joice over thee." It is not my figure, it is 
the figure of the Bible. Christ is so desir- 
ous to have this world love him that he 
stops at no humiliation of simile. He com- 
pares hie gr8ce to spittle on the eyes of 
the blind man. He compares himself to a 
hen gathering the chickens, and in my 
text he compares himself to a suitor, beg- 
ging a Hand in marriage. Does this Christ, 
the King, deserve this land? 
Behold Pi- 
late's hall, and the insulting expectoration 
on the face of Christ. Behold the Calva- 
rean massacre and the awful hemorrhage 
of five wounds. 
Jacob served fourteen 
years for Rachel, but Christ, my Lord the 
King, suffered in torture thiity-three years 
to win the love of this world. 
As often 
princesses at their very birth are pledged 
m treaty of marriage to princes or kings of 
earth, so this nation at its birth was pledged 
to Christ for divine marriage. Before Col- 
umbus and his 120 men embarked on the 
Santa Maria, the Pinta, and the Nina for 
their wonderful voyage, what was the last 
thing they did? They kneeled down and 
took the holy sacrament of the Lord Jesus 
Christ. After they caught the first glimpse 
of this country and the gtm of one ship had 
announced it to the other vessels that land 
had been discovered, what was the song 
that went up from all three decks? "Gloria 
in Excelsis." After Columbus and his 120 
men had stepped from the ships' decks to 
the solid ground, what did they do? They 
all knelt and consecrated the new world to 
God. What did the Huguenots do after 
they had landed in the Carolinas?

Three day's laterhe died. 


He was buried on his own farm a short 
distance back of the house whore he 
lived. He picked out the spot himself. 
It is ou the top of a gently sloping hill, 
and overlooks bis mills nnd the town 
that ho built. For three days between 
his death aoa his funeral all hands in 
town were an idle as hie own. Not a 
wheel turned iu any of the mills. Nobody 
did any business in the stores. Three 
thousand people looked at him in his 
coffin and walked behind him to the 
grave. 


Although bis works were divided up 


iuto different departments, each under 
iU responsaple head, he knew all of the 
eight hundred men who worked for him, 
and always spoke to them aa courteously 
as if they were all millionaires as well as 
himself. Some years ago, when times 
were dull, and lumber fell to a low figure, 
tho managers of his works agreed that 
there must be a reduction in tho wages 
of the men, and so told him. He beard 
them through and took tbe figures they 
had brought him, but made no decision.

veneil the American Continent i 
Europe, Ho Succeeds in Crossing Per- 
il in.

Tbe nnnouncemcnt from F. H. Winston, 


the American minister to Persia, to Secre- 
tary Bayard that Thomas Stevens had been 
ntopped on tho frontier of Afghanistan 
calls attention to this intrepid traveler, who 
is engaged in the hovel task of encircling 
th? globe on n. bicycle. 
He started from 


Oakland. Cal., on his adventurous bicyde 
ride across the continent 
He crossed the 


Sierra Madre, the Great Desert and the 
Rockies to Now York. Hero he was on- 
gagod by the owner of the magazine entitled 
Outing to attempt the circuit of the globe 
on his wheel and supply that magazine 
with an account of his trip. These letters, 
which have been running for so me timo in 
tho magazine named, prove their author lo 
be a brilli&iit writer as woll as dariug adven.-, 
turer. 


THOMAS STEVENS. 


Thomas Stevens is arepresentative Kansas 


ranchman, he is but 23 years-of ago, 
jut almost the whole of that time bus 
been s,penb cm the plains west of tlio Missis- 
sippi 
lie -crossed tho Atlantic in April, 


:SS5, 
vcheelud across ' England; took a 


steamer to the French coast, mounted his 
wheat aguin, and after traversing France, 
Germany, Austria, tho Turkish provinces 
.ml Prussia, he found himself in Meshed. 
3efore leaving Teheran for Meshed, Mr. 
Stevens was careful to got permission of the 
ilussian government to pass through the 
zar's dominions on his way to Pekln, and 
tfter receiving such permission provided 
himself with sufficient Russian coin to carry 
lim on his journev- After incurring this 
expense he was nrrestad by Russinn authori- 
ties on tho confines ol Persia, and told he 
nust not proceed, on Russian territory. 
ILs only way, then, was to pass through 
Afghanistan. 


But on arriving there ho has been obliged 


to turn back, because he is a born English- 
man, 
anil had not taken the precaution of 


becoming an American citizen. He will now 
have io retrace his steps toward Constantino- 
ple ; from there ho will seek to work his way 
through India, which will make tho journey 
to Pokin much longer for him. In one'ot 
nis recent letters he fells of the trouble he 
has with an enemy which he finds every- 
where in the east—the dogs.
